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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that since the P and S 
polarization beam splitters follow different paths it does not meet the limitation of the beam waists are located substantially in the center 
of a liquid crystal cavity in the LC tunable filter. However the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim includes the interpretation 
that the beam waists are located at center of two different LC cavities that are a part of the LC tunable filter. As the specification refers to 
300 as the tunable filter which includes a plurality of LC cells. Beovitch teaches a bandwidth improvement when applying a beam to the 
center of a LC cavity. Since there are two cavities provided than providing each beam at the center of a LC cavity will provide an 
increase in bandwidth. Furthermore the limitation of Silberber not teaching the "scanning to filter spectral information" is not considered 
persausive because this limitation is met by any optical filter as the a filter by design is provided to pass through or reject specific parts of 
the signal based on frequency (spectral information). Therefore arguments presented are not considered persuasive.. 
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
